Three presid ential primaries hav e 
been held thu s far in the nation and 
the big winner is Presid ent Nix on. 
He won big not only becau se he has 
only nominal opposition on the Repu b­ 
lican sid e bu t also becau se the Demo­ 
crats are bu sy chopping each other u p. 
Bu t that d oesn't necessarily mean 
clear sailing into the White Hou se for 
a second term becau se there are many 
trou bles that beset the nation and Mr. 
Nix on has to face u p to them before 
Nov ember rolls arou nd . 
Up to now he has had conv incing 
answers for most q u estions, as ev i­ 
d enced by his popu larity in the polls 
bu t in a sense, his is a more d ifficu lt 
obstacle race than that being ru n by 
the opposition. As Chief Ex ecu tiv e he 
has to assu me responsibility for the 
misfortu nes as well as the achiev e­ 
ments. 
Some of the glamou r from his trip to 
China has fad ed . Now the pu blic is 
settling back and wrestling with tax es, 
inflation, the Vietnam war and as­ 
sorted items su ch as the ITT memo 
case brou ght to light by colu mnist 
Jack And erson. 
Make no mistake abou t it; war still 
is a major issu e. The grou nd forces 
are coming home. Latest reports pu t 
the size of ou r troops in Vietnam as 
u nd er 100.000 for the first time in 
y ears. Bu t this d oes not take into ac­ 
cou nts the thou sand s of Air Force men 
in Thailand , for ex ample, nor the 
thou sand s aboard ou r nav al v essels. 
Meanwhile heav y bombing continu es 
in Vietnam and the Paris peace talks 


hav e been su spend ed on the Presi­ 
d ent's 
own 
initiativ e 
This 
cou ld 
alienate the d ov es among the v oters 
who feel that the mov e will only 
serv e to d elay the war's end that mu ch 
longer. 
There are other v ital factors, too, 
all of which mu st be taken into ac­ 
cou nt. Inflation is still a problem and 
the rise in the cost of liv ing ind ex - 
was the largest since last Ju ne. Cor­ 
porate profits reported ly are climbing, 
bu t u nemploy ment persists. 
George Meany ’s walkou t from the 
Pay Board has d rawn criticism from 
both Democrats and Repu blicans, bu t 
nev ertheless, becau se he is presid ent 
of the AFLCIO. his action will hav e 
some influ ence on the labor v ote. 
The ITT affair has raised a nu mber 
of q u estions and inev itably the Presi­ 
d ent mu st become inv olv ed . Richard 
Kleind ienst is Mr. Nix on's nominee 
and he has not, as y et, been cleared . 
Then there are charges by Life and 
Time magazines that the Nix on ad ­ 
ministration tampered with ju stice in 
San Diego. 
Perhaps his forthcoming v isit to 
Canad a and the important trip to Mos­ 
cow in May will serv e to strengthen 
his appeal bu t he still is a minority 
Presid ent with a Democratic Congress 
and he lacks the charisma of an Ei­ 
senhower, a Roosev elt or a Kenned y . 
This is not to say that his reelection 
campaign is in seriou s d anger. 
Bu t 
realistically , 
Presid ent 
Nix on 
mu st 
ov ercome some major obstacles in 
ord er to approach the Nov ember elec­ 
tion with eq u animity .

The reckless abu se 
of alcohol need s to be recognized ex ­ 
actly for what it is—an enormou s pu b­ 
lic health problem, a major contribu ­ 
tor to ou r welfare bu rd en, a factor in 
more than half ou r fatal traffic acci­ 
d ents, the sou rce of economic losses 
ru nning into billions each y ear and an 
immeasu rable toll of grief, broken 
homes and ru ined careers. 
Be that as it may , to pu t cocktail- 
sipping

u se of mariju ana, opiu m d eriv ativ es 
and the abu se of clinical d ru gs cou ld 
hav e ex tremely u nfortu nate resu lts.
